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are  and  they  get  involved,”  said  Don 
Nelson,  chairman  of  the  board  for  the 
Freedom  Festival.  “It’s  a  very  pre¬ 
dictable  celebration,  but  one  that  has 
to  be  done  every  year.” 

In  commemoration  of  200  years  of 
the  U.S.  Constitution,  it  gives  citi¬ 
zens  a  great  opportunity  to  reflect, 
said  Nelson. 

The  goal  of  the 
festival  is  to 
provide  as  many 
free-admission 
activities  to  the 
public  as  possible, 
according  to  Nel¬ 
son.  “Our  main 
goal  is  also  to  stay 
out  of  debt.” 

This  year’s 
combined  budget 
for  all  events  is 
just  short  of  $1 
million,  said 
David  McDougal, 
Freedom  Festi¬ 
val  president. 
“We  want  to  have 
a  minimum  of  a 
21-day  celebra¬ 
tion,”  he  said. 
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The  Cougar  football  team  received  a  much 
needed  shot  in  the  arm  over  the  weekend,  when 
BYU  administrators  declared  J.C.  VonColln  eligi¬ 
ble  to  play  football  this  fall. 

This  month  completes  a  six-month  rehabilitation 
period  for  VonColln,  who  was  suspended  from  the 
football  team  last  December  and  placed  on  proba¬ 
tion  by  the  university  for  attempting  to  obtain  a 
fraudulent  prescription. 

BYU  Dean  of  Student  Life,  Clyde  Sullivan,  said 
VonColln  has  fulfilled  all  the  requirements  neces¬ 
sary  to  be  taken  off  probation. 

“An  individual  must  handle  the  circumstances 
which  caused  them  to  be  on  probation.  VonColln 
has  done  this,”  said  Sullivan. 

Six  months  ago,  VonColln  was  a  shattered  indi¬ 
vidual.  “The  humiliation  —  the  chance  that  my 
education  was  in  jeopardy  —  I  had  let  my  family 
down;  I  was  about  to  lose  everything,”  said  Von¬ 
Colln. 

Today,  VonColln  is  a  changed  individual.  When 
asked  how  he  made  it,  he  said,  “I  set  goals,  and 
made  a  commitment  to  BYU.  It  was  a  big  character 
builder  for  myself,  now  my  life  is  going  the  way  I 
want  it  to.” 

Students  and  faculty  members  have  been  a  real 


support  to  VonColln.  “People  I  don’t  even  know 
have  come  up  to  me  on  campus  and  congratulated 
me,”  said  VonColln.  “I  have  come  so  far  in  the  last 
six  months.” 

VonColln  became  addicted  ,  to  the  pain-killing 
drug  Percodan,  which  he  first  received  from  BYU 
team  doctors  two  years  ago  for  a  shoulder  and  back 
injury.  The  injuries  lingered  and  VonColln  contin¬ 
ued  to  take  the  prescription  drug. 

When  BYU  made  a  change  in  team  physicians, 
the  doctors  no  longer  prescribed  Percodan.  A  less 
potent  and  less  addicting  drug  was  substituted. 

When  team  doctors  refused  VonColln’s  request 
for  a  prescription,  he  turned  to  altering  prescrip¬ 
tions  to  obtain  the  drug. 

“I  was  hooked  on  Percodan  for  two  years,”  said 
VonColln.  “My  body’s  tolerance  for  pain  had  shut 
off  completely.” 

VonColln  said  he  was  not  used  to  paiqkillers  be¬ 
ing  around.  In  high  school  he  had  had  various  in¬ 
juries,  but  he  never  took  a  pain-killing  drug. 

When  he  got  to  BYU,  he  found  drugs  such  as 
Percodan  more  readily  available. 

“Percodan  should  not  be  handed  out  unless  you 
have  surgery,”  said  VonColln.  “It  was  my  fault  for 
taking  the  Percodan.  I  pressured  the  doctors  into 
giving  me  the  drug.” 

VonColln  said  he  didn’t  realize  just  how  addicting 
Percodan  was  until  it  was  too  late. 


VonColln  said  Coach  Edwards  has  been  a  real 
support  to  him. 

“Coach  Edwards  doesn’t  say  a  lot,  but  you  feel 
his  support.  You  know  he  is  pulling  for  you  to  make 
it,”  said  VonColln. 

VonColln  was  entered  into  a  drug  rehabilitation 
program  at  Utah  Valley  Regional  Medical  Center 
in  January.  He  used  the  experience  as  a  spring¬ 
board  to  his  success. 

“The  Day  Spring  program  worked  for  me,”  said 
VonColln.  “I  have  no  more  urges  to  take  Perco¬ 
dan.” 

A  great  source  of  strength  to  VonColln  was  his 
family.  “I  wouldn’t  have  made  it  without  my  family. 
They  gave  me  the  strength  to  make  it  through.” 

Many  on  campus  are  predicting  great  things  from 
VonColln  this  fall.  Athletic  Director,  Glen  Tuckett, 
who  admittedly  was  not  a  staunch  supporter  of 
VonColln  before  his  drug  problem,  has  turned  into 
one  of  VonColln’s  biggest  fans. 

“You  like  to  see  people  come  back  from  adver¬ 
sity,  you  hate  to  be  a  finger  pointer,”  said  Tuckett. 
You  never  know  when  you  will  be  in  a  similar 
situation,  he  added. 

VonColln  will  be  an  inside  linebacker  for  the 
Cougars  this  year  and  should  garner  national  atten¬ 
tion.  He  said  he  feels  better  than  ever  and  is  looking 
forward  to  regaining  the  WAC  championship  in 
football. 
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Belenko,  the  pilot 
who  successfully 
escaped  from  the 
Soviet  Union 

when  he  landed 
his  MiG25  in 
Japan  in  1976. 

Also,  Robert 
Hutyra  will  be  in 
Provo.  Hutyra 
and  his  wife  made 
a  hot  air  balloon  in 
the  attic  of  their 
home  in 

Czechoslovakia 
and  then  flew  to 

freedom  in  Austria. 

“We  want  to  recognize  some  of  the 
struggles  these  people  have  gone 
through  for  freedom,”  said  McDou¬ 
gal. 

Elder  Dallin  H.  Oaks,  a  member  of 
the  LDS  Council,  of  Twelve  will  also 
speak  while  the  Mormon  Youth  Sym¬ 
phony  and  Chorus  performs. 

According  to  McDougal,  this  year’s 
celebration  will  feature  many  new 
events,  including  Provo’s  first  com¬ 
munity  theater.

The  average  GPA  for  fall  1986  for 
an  undergraduate  student  was  2.84, 
compared  with  3.04  for  spring  1986.

quite  as  noticeable,  graduate  stu¬ 
dents’  GPAs,  on  the  average,  in¬ 
creased  from  3.42  to  3.46. 

Brenda  Butterfield,  an  academic 
advisor  for  the  Communications  De¬ 
partment  said,  “Spring  and  summer 
terms  are  an  excellent  opportunity  to 
lighten  the  fall  or  winter  load. 

‘The  result  is  better  performance 
for  fall  and  winter  semesters  as  well 
as  an  improved  GPA  for  spring  and 
summer.”

The  United  States  must  use  its  su¬ 
perior  technology  and  deploy  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan’s  Strategic  Defense  Ini¬ 
tiative  —  also  known  as  “Star  Wars” 
—  as  soon  as  possible,  Sen.  Jake 
Garn,  R-Utah,  said  Saturday. 

Garn,  speaking  in  Salt  Lake  at  a 
seminar  sponsored  by  the  pro-SDI 
group  High  Frontiers,  said  the  Sovi¬ 
ets  were  so  concerned  about  the  pro¬ 
posed  initiative  that  they  have  re¬ 
turned  to  the  arms  control  bargaining 
table. 

“SDI  got  the  Soviets  back  to  arms 
control  talks  for  the  first  time  in  over 
a  year,  and  it  is 
the  major  rea¬ 
son  we  are  so 
close  to  an 
agreement  on 
short-range 
missiles  now,  ” 

Garn  said. 

Currently 
the  Soviet 
Union  has  more 
weapons  and 
can  field  more 
men,  but  Garn 
said  that  techni¬ 
cal  know-how 
and  the  free  en¬ 
terprise  system 
give  the  United 
States  a  distinct 
advantage. 

He  also  said 
the  Soviets 
want  to  take 
away  the 

United  States’ 

last  big  advan-  . 

tage  over  them 
through  arms 
control. 

While  the  Soviets  have  the  scien¬ 
tists  to  enable  them  to  come  up  With 
comparative  technology,  Garn  said 
they  do  not  want  to  waste  money  and 
time,  and  fall  further  behind  the 
United  States.  The  Soviets  would 
prefer  that  the  United  States  do  the 
research,  and  then  steal  or  buy  the 
results. 

According  to  Garn,  Soviet  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  American  technology  is  a  ma¬ 
jor  war  and  has  been  for  a  long  time. 
“In  an  open  society  like  ours,  they 
(the  Soviets)  can  buy  a  lot  of  things  at 
Radio  Shack,  and  I’m  not  being  face¬ 
tious.” 

Garn  cited  a  recent  incident  in 
Japan  where  Toshiba  sold  informa¬ 
tion  to  the  Soviets  that  will  allow  their 
submarines  to  move  more  quietly 
through  the  water,  thus  making  them 
more  difficult  to  detect. 

“From  an  operational  standpoint, 
the  Soviets  fear  the  additional  tech¬ 
nology  and  spin-off  learning  that 
would  certainly  be  gained  by  deploy¬ 
ing  this  system,”  Garn  said. 

“Every  time  they  get  close,  we 
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Sen.  Jake  Garn 


come  up  with  something  that  makes 
their  weapons  systems  obsolete.” 

Garn  said  Soviet  fear  of  increased 
U.S.  technological  knowledge  is  the 
major  reason  they  are  trying  to  limit 
SDI  research  in  arms  control  treaties. 
“If  they  get  a  treaty  that  attempts  to 
limit  the  scientific  laboratories  in  this 
country  to  think,  to  develop,  to  in¬ 
vent,  then  we  might  as  well  throw  in 
the  towel.” 

Lt.  Gen.  Daniel  O.  Graham, 
founder  of  High  Frontier  and  an  origi¬ 
nator  of  the  SDI  concept,  speaking 
before  Garn,  told  seminar  attendants 
that  the  space  defense  system  is 
needed  simply  because  the  United 
States  is  undefended. 

Since  the  1960s 
the  nation  has 
been  operating 
under  a  war-de¬ 
terrent  idea  called 
MAD,  which 
stands  for  “mutu¬ 
ally  assured  de¬ 
struction.”  Gra¬ 
ham  said  MAD,  in 
effect,  made  it  ille¬ 
gal  for  the  United 
States  to  defend 
itself  in  the  event 
of  a  war. 

Gam,  well- 
known  for  his  1985 
space  shuttle  trip, 
said  SDI  could 
bring  many  side- 
benefits  to  the 
American  people, 
much  as  the  space 
program  has.  The 
need  for  SDI  and  a 
strong  defense  is 
critical. 

“You  don’t  get 
in  a  war  by  being 
strong,  you  get  in  a  war  by  being 
weak,”  Garn  said.  “Hitler  saw  weak¬ 
nesses  and  exploited  them.  The  Rus¬ 
sians  aren’t  dumb,  either;  they  aren’t 
going  to  attack  us  unless  they  think 
they  can  win.” 

Garn  said  he  wished  he  could  take 
all  the  world  leaders  up  into  space  and 
let  them  see  what  an  insignificant 
speck  of  dust  the  earth  is  in  the 
scheme  of  things.  “  I’d  say,  ‘Damn 
you  guys,  will  you  look  at  this  earth, 
and  will  you  stop  it,  just  stop  it,  so  we 
can  raise  our  kids.” 

Although  he  personally  dislikes  nu¬ 
clear  weapons,  Garn  said  the  United 
States  must  realize  it  has  an  enemy 
who  wants  to  impose  its  system  on  its 
neighbors. 

“The  Soviet  Union  does  exist,  it 
has  dominated  Eastern  Europe  since 
World  War  II,  it  has  butchered  peo¬ 
ple  in  Afghanistan,  and  interfered  in 
Cuba  and  Central  America,”  Garn 
said.  “We  must  realize  the  nature  of 
the  Soviet  Union  will  threaten  our 
freedom  and  other  people  in  the 
world  as  well  if  we  don’t  keep  up  on 
defense.” 


Professors  respond  to  Garn

Three  University  of  Utah  profes¬ 
sors  called  the  proposed  Strategic  De¬ 
fense  Initiative  immoral  and  techni¬ 
cally  unsound  during  a  press 
conference  in  Salt  Lake  Saturday. 

Sponsored  by  Utahns  United 
Against  the  Nuclear  Arms  Race,  the 
professors  spoke  in  response  to  Sen. 
Jake  Garn’s  earlier  talk  at  a  pro-SDI 
convention. 

“Star  Wars  simply  increases  the 
chance  that  some  U.S.  or  Soviet  sol¬ 
dier  will  accidentally  push  the  little 
red  button  and  end  civilization,  ”  said 
Charles  Mays,  a  nuclear  physicist  and 
research  professor. 

Garn,  in  his  High  Frontier  speech, 
said  that  SDI  brought  the  Soviets  to 
the  arms  control  talks.  Mays  said  that 
is  questionable,  but  what  is  certain  is 
that  it  drove  them  away  from  the 
summit  meeting  with  President  Rea¬ 
gan  in  Reykjavik. 

The  Soviets  will  not  give  up  if  SDI 
is  deployed:  “they  are  going  to  find  a 
way  to  destroy  Star  Wars,”  Mays 
said. 

Andrew  Schoenberg,  a  research  as¬ 


sociate  professor  of  biophysics  and 
bioengineering,  said  the  SDI  proposal 
is  a  retelling  of  the  story  “The  Em¬ 
peror’s  New  Clothes.”  “The  emperor 
is  naked,”  he  said.  “Proponents  are 
trying  to  pull  the  wool  over  Ameri¬ 
cans’  eyes,  saying  it’ll  be  a  safeguard 
against  nuclear  weapons.”  Mays  said 
the  idea  is.  full  of  technical  flaws,  and  if 
the  United  States  goes  ahead  with  the 
initiative,  the  Soviets  will  be  right 
behind  in  developing  a  similar,  better- 
developed  program. 

Willem  J.  Kolff,  a  professor  emer¬ 
itus  recognized  as  father  of  the  artifi¬ 
cial  kidney,  said  history  has  shown 
that  something  always  goes  wrong 
with  projects  that  are  initially  per¬ 
ceived  as  advancements.  In  addition, 
Kolff  said  there  has  always  been  a 
way  to  get  around  a  defense  system, 
and  the  defensive  system  usually 
costs  more  than  the  offensive  system 
used  against  it. 

“We  have  Challenger  on  our  side 
and  they  have  Chernobyl  on  theirs.” 

The  professors  said  both  Ameri¬ 
cans  and  Russians  need  to  look  to  the 
future  and  realize  that  talking  will  ac¬ 
complish  much  more  than  escalating 
the  arms  race. 
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$1  million  a  month  pledged  to  Contras 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Former  National  Security  Adviser  Robert  C. 
McF arlane  testified  today  that  he  handed  President  Reagan  a  note  outlining  a 
foreign  ambassador’s  promise  to  donate  $1  million  a  month  to  the  Nicaraguan 
Contras  at  a  time  when  U.S.  military  aid  was  banned. 

McFarlane  told  Congress’s  Iran-Contra  hearings  that  a  short  while  later,  “I 
was  called  to  come  back  and  pick  up  the  note  card,  which  ...  expressed  the 
president’s  satisfaction  and  pleasure  that  this  had  occurred.”  McFarlane 
added  that  he  later  described  the  pledge  to  Vice  President  George  Bush, 
Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz  and  Defense  Secretary  Caspar  Weinberger. 

At  the  White  House,  presidential  spokesman  Marlin  Fitzwater  said  that, 
despite  backing  the  Contras,  Reagan  did  not  ask  aides  to  solicit  contributions 
for  the  rebels. 

In  a  12-page  opening  statement,  McFarlane  had  told  the  nationally  televised 
hearing  that  Reagan  ordered  him  to  help  the  Contra  rebels  “hold  body  and  soul 
together”  even  though  Congress  had  banned  direct  or  indirect  U.S.  military 
aid  to  them. 

McFarlane  testified  he  met  several  times  with  the  unnamed  ambassador 
who  ultimately  made  the  $1  million-a-month  pledge  “ostensibly  from  private 
funds.”  McFarlane  said  he  learned  a  day  or  so  later  that  donations  from  that 
country  would  be  doubled  to  $2  million  a  month,  and  he  informed  the  president 
by  slipping  him  a  note. 

Barbie  to  be  tried  as  'Butcher  of  Lyon' 

LYON,  France  (AP)  —  Klaus  Barbie  was  brought  to  court  in  handcuffs 
Monday  for  trial  in  the  city  where  he  once  held  sway  as  the  Nazi  Gestapo  chief 
known  as  the  “Butcher  of  Lyon.”  He  laughed  and  insisted  his  name  is  Klaus 
Altmann. 

The  dispute  over  the  defendant’s  identity  —  he  took  the  false  name  Altmann 
when  he  fled  to  Bolivia  in  1951  with  American  help  to  avoid  prosecution  for  war 
crimes  —  caused  only  a  brief  delay  on  the  opening  day  of  the  trial,  which  is 
expected  to  last  two  months. 

Barbie,  73,  is  charged  with  crimes  against  humanity.  Specifically,  he  is 
accused  of  torturing  and  deporting  Jews  and  Resistance  fighters  while  he  was 
an  SS  lieutenant  heading  the  Gestapo  from  1942-44  in  Lyon,  a  southeastern 
city  known  as  the  capital  of  F rench  Resistance  during  the  German  occupation. 

Military  tribunals  twice  convicted  Barbie  of  war  crimes  in  his  absence  and 
sentenced  him  to  death,  but  those  sentences  became  invalid  under  a  20-year 
statute  of  limitations.  He  cannot  be  retried  on  facts  presented  earlier. 

Wilberg  mine  owner  to  pay  stiff  fines 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  federal  Mine  Safety  and  Health  Adminis¬ 
tration  on  Monday  levied  record  fines  of  $111,470  against  the  owner  and 
operator  of  Utah’s  Wilberg  Mine,  where  27  coal  miners  perished  in  a  1984  fire. 

The  fines,  the  largest  assessed  by  the  Labor  Department  agency  since  1977, 
were  based  on  34  alleged  safety  violations,  including  $77,000  for  nine  violations 
the  agency  said  contributed  directly  to  the  fire. 

Mine  owner  Utah  Power  &  Light  Co.  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  Emery  Mining 
Corp.  of  Orem,  Utah,  the  former  operator,  have  contested  the  citations, 
requiring  a  hearing  before  an  administrative  law  judge.  No  hearing  date  has 
been  set. 

Utah  Power  &  Light  officials  dispute  MSHA’s  findings  on  the  cause  of  the 
fire,  which  has  been  blamed  on  a  faulty  air  compressor,  and  object  to  the 
inclusion  of  the  utility’s  name  on  the  citations,  spokesman  John  Ward  said 
Monday.  “We  don’t  understand  why  our  name  is  on  the  complaint,  when 
Emery  was  operating  the  mine  at  the  time,”  Ward  said. 

UP&L  took  over  operation  of  the  Wilberg  and  its  two  other  central  Utah 
coal  mines  in  April  of  1986. 

Hamilton  trial  postponed  to  Aug.  10 

PROVO,  Utah  (AP)  —  Attorneys  say  new  evidence  has  prompted  the 
postponement  of  trial  for  Wesley  Allen  Hamilton,  who  is  charged  with  first-de¬ 
gree  murder  in  the  1985  mutilation  slaying  of  a  Southern  Utah  State  College 
student. 

Hamilton’s  non-jury  trial  was  to  have  begun  May  18  in  Fillmore  before  4th 
District  Judge  George  Ballif,  but  the  judge  on  Friday  granted  a  prosecution 
motion  for  continuance  and  rescheduled  the  trial  for  Aug.  10. 

Hamilton’s  attorney,  Marcus  Taylor,  said  Monday  the  chief  witness  in  the 
case,  Robert  Bott,  27,  had  changed  his  testimony.  Bott  originally  was  charged 
with  the  slaying  along  with  Hamilton,  but  prosecutors  dropped  the  charge 
before  a  preliminary  hearing  a  year  ago. 

Taylor  falso  would  not  elaborate  on  the  evidence. 

“I  hesit^i^e  to  repeat  what  Bott  is  saying,  because  no  one  knows  if  it’s  true,” 
I  he  said. 

Millard  County  Attorney  declined  comment  on  the  matter. 


Partnership  to  develop  Utah  high-tech 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Looking  for  a  high-tech  solution  to  Utah’s 
economic  woes,  Gov.  Norman  Bangerter  on  Monday  launched  a  partnership  of 
industry,  education  and  government  designed  to  foster  the  development  of 
new  advanced-technology  industries. 

Bangerter  said  the  Utah  Pioneer  Partnership  would  enable  scientists,  busi¬ 
nessmen  and  political  leaders  to  work  together  to  create  jobs  and  bolster  the 
state’s  anemic  economy. 

“It’s  important  for  us  to  remember  that  at  times  when  we  have  stress  in  our 
economy,  that’s  the  time  for  us  to  invest  and  work  harder,”  Bangerter  said, 
during  a  luncheon  speech  to  about  100  community  leaders  gathered  at  the 
governor’s  mansion.  “We  feel  we  have  much  to  be  optimistic  about.” 

The  governor  said  Utah  must  look  to  high  technology  to  replace  the  manu¬ 
facturing  and  mining  industries,  which  have  been  ravaged  in  recent  years  by 
slumps  in  the  domestic  steel  and  copper  markets,  and  more  recently  by  sharp 
declines  in  world  oil  prices. 

The  slump  in  Utah’s  industries  has  cost  the  state  thousands  of  jobs  and 
;  millions  of  dollars  in  tax  revenues  since  the  early  1980s.

But  One  of  the  problems  of  the  play 
is  that  none  of  these  answers  comes 
from  any  inner  self-awareness,  rather 
they  come  in  shouting  sessions  where 
the  doctor  and  D.J.  hurl  reproach- 
ments  and  abuses  at  each  other 
(sometimes  breaking  into  physical  vi¬ 
olence),  eventually  ending  in  D.J.  or 
the  doctor  breaking  down  and  reveal¬ 
ing  something  immensely  important 
and  terribly  truthful  about  themself. 

Taken  individually,  each  moment  is 
insightful  and  moving,  but  by  the  end 
of  the  play,  this  process  of  abuse/rev- 
elation  becomes  repetitious  and  pre¬ 
dictable. 

It  is  in  this  fashion  that  the  best 
moments  of  the  play  become  its  down¬ 
fall. 

Another  problem  with  the  show  is 
its  stilted  dialogue.  F requesntly  D.  J. , 
who  is  supposed  to  come  from  a  tough 
neighborhood  in  Detroit  and  who 
didn’t  even  know  his  natural  father, 
speaks  eruditely  and  great  grammati¬ 
cal  precision. 

One  area  of  unbelievability  in  the 
show  is  the  sudden  appearance  of  the 
doctor  as  a  narrator  to  deliver  the 
epilogue.  Throughout  the  play  none 
of  the  characters  acknowledge  the 
fact  that  they  are  telling  a  story  for 
the  benefit  of  others  —  and  then  when 
one  suddenly  emerges  from  the  shad¬ 
ows  and  directly  speaks  to  the  audi¬ 
ence,  it  is  disconcerting. 

The  set,  designed  by  Karl  Pope,  is 
especially  effective.  There  is  a  feeling 
of  symmetry  and  drabness  and  claus¬ 
trophobia  that  helps  the  audience  to 
feel  the  military  atmosphere  and  its 
effect  on  people’s  minds.  The  severe 
starkness  of  the  props  and  furniture 
also  helps  convey  the  feeling.

Cougars  place  second,  Bows  prevail

When  the  dust  cleared  from  the 
BYU-Hawaii  championship  game,  a 
rainbow  arched  over  Cougar  Field. 

The  Hawaii  Rainbows  won  their 
fourth  WAC  championship  6-5  in  the 
final,  completing  a  three-game  unde¬ 
feated  sweep  of  the  tournament. 

Hawaii’s  Mark  Furtak,  6-1,  was  the 
winning  pitcher  in  relief.  But  Joey 
Vierra  had  to  fight  off  a  late  inning 
Cougar  surge,  striking  out  the  last 
batter  to  earn  his  ninth  save.  BYU’s 
Darin  Kracl  took  the  loss,  only  his 
first  of  the  season. 

After  a  Cougar  loss  in  the  opener  to 
the  San  Diego  State  Aztecs,  6-1,  BYU 
slugged  their  way  back  through  the 
loser’s  bracket.  BYU  spanked  New 
Mexico  22-7  and  schemed  their  semifi¬ 
nal  retaliation  against  the  Aztecs. 

In  a  delayed,  two-day-touch-and- 


go-hold-your-breath-til-the-end  thril¬ 
ler,  the  Cougars  rebounded  off  a 
three-run,  game-tying  Aztec  rally  to 
win  13-11  in  the  bottom  of  the  ninth  on 
a  Gary  Schoonover  homer. 

The  comeback,  however,  was 
stopped  short  by  solid  Hawaii  pitch¬ 
ing  and  steady  run  production  in  the 
clutch. 

But  not  all  is  lost  for  BYU.  There 
may  be  a  Cougar  pot  of  gold  at  the  end 
of  the  Hawaii  rainbow. 

Head  Coach  Gary  Pullins  said  he 
anticipated  an  at-large  bid  to  the  re¬ 


gional  playoffs  May  19.  He  said  the 
NCAA  usually  awards  teams  with  40 
wins  a  post-season  regional  spot  — 
BYU  ended  with  a  42-22  record. 

Last  year,  under  similar  circum¬ 
stances,  both  the  WAC  champion  San 
Diego  State  and  the  runner-up 
Hawaii  went  to  the  regional  playoffs. 
In  fact,  the  second  place  Rainbows 
surpassed  the  Aztecs,  missing  a  road 
trip  to  the  World  Series  by  only  one 
game.  The  Cougars  will  know  if  they 
receive  a  post-season  bid  in  about  a 
week. 


The  BYU  football  team  has  ac¬ 
cepted  an  invitation  to  play  Colorado 
State  in  the  first  annual  Melbourne 
Bowl. 

The  game  is  set  for  Saturday  after¬ 
noon  Dec.  5  in  Melbourne,  Australia. 
Because  the  game  is  across  the  inter¬ 
national  dateline,  it  will  be  Friday 
night  Dec.  4  in  Provo. 

“This  is  another  example  that  the 
world  is  our  campus,”  said  BYU  Ath¬ 
letic  Director  Glen  Tuckett.  “This  is  a 
great  opportunity  for  the  university 
and  the  church  to  make  great  strides 
in  Australia.” 

The  game  is  being  played  in  Aus¬ 
tralia,  because  thereis  a  lot  of  interest 
in  American  football  from  the  land 
down  under,  said  Tuckett.  “BYU  has 
a  national  reputation  in  football,  it  ap¬ 
pealed  to  the  Australian  promoters,” 
he  added. 

The  bowl  game  necessitated 
changes  in  BYU’s  schedule.  The 
changes  have  been  made  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  other  WAC  schools  and 
the  schedule  for  this  year  has  now 
been  set. 

The  BYU-CSU  match-up  was  orig¬ 
inally  scheduled  for  Oct.  17  in  Ft. 
Collins.  CSU  did  not  have  to  give  up 
their  home  date  to  play  in  Australia, 
but  were  persuaded  to  do  so,  said 
Tuckett. 


“There  was  no  way  that  BYU  was 
going  to  give  up  a  home  date,”  said 
Tuckett.  The  cost  to  the  university 
would  be  too  great,  he  said. 

The  game  will  not  be  a  financial 
boon  to  the  university.  The  WAC 
guarantee  of  $50,000  will  be  met  by 
promoters  of  the  bowl,  and  all  travel 
expenses  will  be  paid,  said  Tuckett. 

BYU  will  leave  a  few  days  early,  in 
hopes  of  “regaining  their  sea  legs”  be¬ 
fore  the  game  on  Saturday,  said  Tuck¬ 
ett. 

Sunday  will  be  set  aside  for  attend¬ 
ing  church  services  and  speaking  be¬ 
fore  church  groups. 

Monday  morning,  the  Cougar  party 
will  fly  to  Sydney  for  two  days  of 
sight-seeing  and  church  interaction, 
added  Tuckett. 

“The  whole  Australia  experience 
will  be  a  once  in  a  lifetime  experience 
for  everyone  involved,”  said  Tuckett.

“Sometimes  you  have  to  hit  rock- 
bottom  before  things  start  looking  up 
for  you  again,”  said  Angels  Manager 
Gene  Mauch,  who  all  along  expressed 
confidence  that  Joyner’s  slump  would 
be  short-lived. 

Joyner  seemed  to  hit  bottom  on 
April  19  when  he  ended  California’s 
6-5  loss  to  Minnesota  by  stranding  the 
tying  run  on  third  after  his  throwing 
error  in  the  ninth  opened  the  door  for 
a  pair  of  Twins  runs. 

After  that  particularly  frustrating 
loss,  Joyner  remained  in  the  club¬ 
house  training  room  for  an  hour  and  a 
half  in  order  to  avoid  reporters. 

Since  that  Sunday  afternoon  at 
Anaheim  Stadium,  the  24-year-old 
Joyner  has  been  on  a  hitting  tear.  He 
has  hit  seven  homers  and  driven  in  18 
runs  in  the  last  14  games  while  raising 
his  batting  average  to  .307. 

Joyner  said  he  thinks  the  fact  that 
he  skipped  winter  ball  for  the  first 
time  contributed  to  the  slow  start.

Pro  sports  lack  minority  managers 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  A  group  of 
black  and  Hispanic  former  athletes 
will  meet  in  Chicago  May  29  to  discuss 
ways  to  increase  minority  hiring  in 
professional  baseball  and  football, 
civil  rights  activist  Jesse  Jackson  said 
Wednesday. 

“It’s  time  to  break  down  racial  bar¬ 
riers  in  the  front  office,”  Jackson  said 
after  meeting  with  NFL  Commis¬ 
sioner  Pete  Rozelle  to  discuss  an  affir¬ 
mative  action  plan  for  the  league. 

Jackson  pointed  out  there  are  no 
black  managers  in  the  major  leagues 


and  no  black  head  coaches  in  the 
NFL.  There  also  are  no  black  general 
managers  or  owners  in  either  sport. 

“Football  and  baseball  are  in  a  dead 
heat  (for  last)  when  it  comes  to  man¬ 
agers  and  head  coaches  —  zero,” 
Jackson  told  reporters  in  an  informal 
news  conference  outside  NFL  head¬ 
quarters. 

“The  NFL  recognizes  its  responsi¬ 
bility  in  the  area  of  minority  hiring. 
While  our  work  is  unfinished,  we  feel 
gains  have  been  made,  said  Rozelle.

Bosworth  enters  supplemental  draft 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Brian 
Bosworth,  .  two-time  All-America 
linebacker  from  Oklahoma,  declared 
Monday  he  was  entering  the  NFL 
supplemental  draft  for  college  players 
who  have  eligiblity  remaining. 

“Of  all  the  teams,  I’d  prefer  to  play 
for  the  Los  Angeles  Raiders,”  he  said 
at  a  news  conference.  “There’s  no  per¬ 
fect  team.  The  Raiders  have  no  quar¬ 
terback.  The  reason  I  like  the  Raiders 
is  I  like  their  attitute.” 

He  said  he  would  prefer  not  to  play 
for  half  the  teams  in  the  NFL,  speci¬ 
fying  *bnly  Green  Bay,  Indianapolis 
and  Buffalo.  Htwsaid  he  would  write  to 
the  teams  he  didn’t  want  to  play  for 
and  tell  them  not  to  choose  him  even  if 
they  got  the  No.  1  pick. 

He  said  he  hoped  to  play  in  New 
York  or  Los  Angeles  and  would 
prefer  not  to  play  on  artificial  turf. 
Both  New  York  teams,  the  Giants 
and  Jets,  play  on  artificial  turf. 

Bosworth,  who  graduated  from 
Oklahoma  last  Saturday,  had  opted 
for  the  supplemental  draft  because  he 
did  not  want  to  play  for  the  Indiana¬ 
polis  Colts,  who  had  planned  to  draft 
him  in  the  regular  process  April  28. 

However,  under  -the  new  rules 
adopted  this  year  for  the  supplemen¬ 
tal  draft,  the  Colts  would  have  the 
second-best  shot  at  getting  him  after 
the  Tampa  Bay  Buccaneers.  The  Bucs 
finished  with  the  worst  record  in  the 
NFL.  • 


Under  the  lottery  procedure  used 
for  the  supplemental  draft,  teams  are 
awarded  chances  in  reverse  order  of 
last  season’s  records. 

Tokens  bearing  the  teams  logos  are 
placed  in  a  barrel. 

Tampa  Bay  has  28  chances,  Indi¬ 
anapolis  27  and  down  to  the  Super 
Bowl  champion  New  York  Giants 
with  one  pick. 

Bosworth,  6-foot-2,  240  pounds,  is 
considered  a  sure  bet  to  be  taken  by 
the  team  with  the  first  pick.  He  twice 
won  the  Butkus  Award  as  the  nation’s 
top  linebacker.

Hubbard  contest

New  radio  station 
unique  in  its  style

KEYY  radio  held  its  grand-open¬ 
ing  ceremony  Saturday  afternoon  as 
the  first  evangelical  station  in  Utah 
Valley,  according  to  Ruth  Cox,  station 
manager  for  KEYY. 

According  to  Cox,  the  FCC  license 
for  the  station  was  donated  to  Touch 
Outreach  Ministries,  Inc.,  on  condi¬ 
tion  that  it  only  be  used  for  a  Chris¬ 
tian  radio  station.  KEYY  is  a  non¬ 
profit,  listener-supported  station, 
said  Cox.  The  station’s  frequency  is 
1450  on  the  AM  dial. 

“I  think  it  will  be  a  refreshing 
change  from  ‘The  Sounds  of  Sunday,” 
said  Coreen  Hofhiens,  a  senior  in  po¬ 
litical  science  from  Portland,  Ore. 
Hofhiens  said  that  she  thought  it  was 
beneficial  that  the  programming  was 
offered  daily,  instead  of  just  Sunday. 

Although  the  license  was  donated 
for  the  station,  the  building  had  to  be 
purchased  separately,  said  Cox.  “It 
was  in  a  state  of  disrepair.  That’s  a 
nice  way  to  put  it,”  she  said. 

Volunteers  donated  their  time  and 
money  to  renovate  the  building,  lo¬ 
cated  at  307  S.  16th  West. 

KEYY  is  listener  supported,  which 
means  that  it  does  not  accept  com¬ 
mercials.  Revenue  is  generated  by 
donation  only  because  it  is  a  non¬ 
profit  radio  station,  said  Cox. 

The  radio  station  has  only  two  full¬ 
time  employees  —  Cox  and  opera¬ 
tions  manager  Mike  Ray. 

“Right  now  we’re  getting  our  pro¬ 
gramming  by  satellite  from  the 
Moody  Broadcast  Network  until  we 
build  up  our  own  music  library,”  said 
Cox.  The  station  will  only  air  middle- 
of-the-road  Christian  music. 

“Having  been  exposed  to  a  wide 
range  of  religions,  I  appreciate  the 
variety  in  music  and  inspirational 
thoughts  that  this  station  will  offer,” 
said  Hofhiens. 

Hofhiens  said  she  would  welcome 
the  opportunity  to  listen  to  a  station 
with  a  spiritual  emphasis  on  her  way 
to  work.

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Utah  state  school  costs  jump  10%

Undergraduate  students  at  Utah’s  nine  state  colleges 
and  universities  will  pay  an  extra  10  percent  in  tuition 
starting  this  summer. 

And  graduate  students  will  pay  an  additional  10  percent 
over  three  years  starting  this  fall,  making  this  year’s 
increase  13.33  percent,  and  a  3.33  percent  increase  in  1988 
and  1989.  Dixie  College  tuition  will  increase  by  30  percent. 

“Dixie  had  skyrocketing  enrollment,”  said  Vicki 
Varela,  public  affairs  officer  for  the  Board  of  Regents. 
Rising  costs  in  southern  Utah  “put  their  budget  com¬ 
pletely  out  of  whack.  We  needed  extra  increase  to  com¬ 
pensate.” 

The  Board  of  Regents  had  hoped  to  implement  a  gradu¬ 
ated  tuition  hike  which  would  increase  tuition  by  4  to  8 
percent  depending  on  the  college  or  university,  but  after 
presenting  the  proposal  to  legislation  decided  on  an  over¬ 


all  10-percent  hike.  “We  didn’t  think  it  was  reasonable  t 
ask  students  to  handle  more  than  a  10-percent  inereasi 
except  for  at  Dixie  where  it  was  necessary,”  Varela  said 

According  to  Varela, “10  percent  does  not  necessari! 
take  care  of  all  our  problems.  It  just  helps  us  make  sure  v 
can  turn  on  the  lights  and  heat  the  buildings  so  the  st 
dents  can  go  back  to  school  next  year.” 

Fee  increases  are  dependent  on  the  college.  Universit 
of  Utah  fees  did  not  increase,  while  Southern  Utah  Sta* 
College  total  fees  increased  by  12.8  percent. 

While  the  increase  was  decided  in  March,  it  was  reb 
ted  Friday  at  SUSC  where  student  complaints  were  hea: 
and  the  time  extension  for  graduate  students  was  ei 
cepted. 

“I  don’t  think  we’ll  be  getting  any  extras,”  said  Kyi 
berley  Moody,  a  UVCC  student.  “It’s  just  a  hike.”
